The Toronto Mail says the Ottawa 
government 1ms received assurances 
from tho B. C. government that the 
railway lands will be conveyed to Can- 
ada at the next session of tho local par 
liament.

By the 
refusal of the government to entertain 
the proposition laid beforo them in 
March the settlement and survev of the 
lands are delayed at least a twelve- 
month. If the proposition of tho Do- 
minion government is so good that it 
will recommend itself to the country 
in 1881, why was it not sufficiently 
good for adoption in 18S0? 

.1 PA RU AMENTA R Y BREEZE. 

The home rulers arn as actively ag- 
gressive in tho new parliament as in 
the old. O'Doxnkli., member for Dim- 
garven, created a . tremendous row on 
Tuesday by asking for information as 
to tho antecedents of the new French 
minister to the Court of St. James, 
who is accused of assisting in tho 
spoliation of Parisian convents in 1871. 
Tho government have no voice in the 
matter. They might, of course, object 
to the appointment of an obnoxious 
person to the embassy ; that is, a person 
who might render himself offensive to 
the government to which he stood 
accredited; but, if the French govern- 
ment have condoned the ofi'enco of thoir 
minister against the laws of his own 
country, how can the Gladstone 
government decline to receive him '? 



Pall Mall aazotto on th.0 Political Sit- 
uation. 



London, May 31. 
The Fall Mall Gazette in its leader 
to-day says :— Only a few days ago we 
saw the foundation of what looked like 
the strongest Government of our gen- 
eration. The majority in tho House 
of Commons was greater than Sir 
Robert Peel's in 1841, and almost, as 
great as Earl Greys in 1832, The 
general feeling of the country was con- 
fident and enthusiastic. The Minister 
who wielded this majority is tho most 
experienced and commanding states- 
man in the House of Commons. 
What has happened ! The ink on the 
patentH appointing Ministers is hardly 
dry before Ministers' brows become 
clouded with anxiety. Elation has 
changed into very marked discomfort. 
Old members of tho House of Com- 
mons declare thut so disagreeable a con- 
dition of things has never before been 
known. Tho Opposition, instead of 
being cowed and modest, are fierce, bit- 
ter, pertinacious. Flouts, jibes, and 
sneers are launched upon Ministers as 
if they were lamenting their defeat, 
and not on tho morrow of victory. On 
their own benches there is a curious 
feeling of uneasiness, perplexity, and 
disappointment. There is loyalty and 
zeal in unexampled strength, but for a 
moment it looks rather like loyalty 
baulked and zeal in the air. Before 
the working session was a week old a 
mutinous round-robin had in a few 
hours been signed by more than a 
fourth of the party. The mutineers 
were by no means confined to the re- 
gulation malcontents before tho gang- 
way, but sprang from all sections of 
the party. Outside of Parliament ir. 
is undeniable that the same clouds have 
arisen. A chill has come upon men's 
minds ; a sense of check, chagrin, and 
suspicion, that tho chiefs they have 
placed in power may not after all have 
understood the wishes and intentions 
of those who placed thorn there. The 
peril of the Cabinet lies in the fact 
that it was not formed to match that 
spirit in the country which made a 
Liberal Government possible. Its pre- 
dominant colour is not the predomin- 
ant color of the party. This is the 
real secret of the present uncomfort- 
able and unsafe position of affairs. 
For tho present everybody will be anx- 
ious to make the best of things. A 
more careful attention to the real sig- 
nificance of the elections, and a vigor- 
ous, resolute adherence to principles 
may soon restore more genial relations. 
If not we shall have the satisfaction of 
seeing an opportunity which might 
have marked a really great expansion 
of Liberalism degraded into a mere 
shifting of position in the eternal see 
saw of Ins and Outs.

A TERRIBLE ACCIDENT. 

Three Children Drwnod In New- 
foundland—Their Father Rescued 
with eroat DUfloulty-The Mother 
a Hopeless Maniao. 

St. John, N". F., May 17. —The 
quiet little hamlet of Brooklyn in Bon 
avista Bay was, on tho 29th ult., tho 
scene of a very sad accident. In such 
a quiet and humble village, the abode 
of a small rustic population, such a 
melancholy incident as I am about to 
unfold carries dismay and panic over 
every threshold. Brooklyn is one of 
four or five comfortable settlements of 
recent date, situated on one of the 
many fords that broak and indent the 
coast line of tho northwest arm of 
Bonavista Bay. Hither many fami- 
lies of fisherman have retired from the 
eastorn coast of Newfoundland to en- 
deavor to improve their circumstances 
by combiuing the pursuit of agriculture 
with that of tho deep sen fishery. The 
village is situated on an arm of the 
bay and looks over against a cosy 
rural hamlet called Bloomfiold. Brook- 
lyn had no schoolhouso and the child- 
ren of the peasants are accustomed to 
cross the dividing arm to Bloonfield 
to the general school; in tho winter 
and early spring on the ice, becauso 
aflbrding a shorter mode of travel, and 
in tho summer by means of a ferry- 
boat; but when tlio water was rough 
and the wind gusty the longer route 
around the nrm was adopted. As the 
spring advanced the ice afforded a more 
and more insecure road for the villago 
school children. In this uncertain and 
treacherous condition of the ice Samuel 
Pye left his homo in Brooklyn with his 
three children, one boy and two girls, 
tho eldest of whom was named Teresa. 
When he had entered upon the ico he 
placed the threo children on tho sledgo 
— a vehicle which is locally called a 
"catamaran" — and pushed oft" froai tho 
shore in the direction of Bloomfiold. 
When they had proceeded about two 
hundred yards on their journey Teresa 
a fino young girl of thirteen years of 
age, as if urged by the secret conscious- 
ness of impending death, jumped off 
the sledge and proposed to her father 
that she should walk and thus lighten 
his burden for him. She followed be- 
hind her father for about one hundred 
yards more, when suddenly the ice 
gave way with a crash, and the 
sledge, with tho two children and 
their father, was precipitated into the 
water. Teresa, who waa now within 
half a dozen yards of the yawning gap 
in the icebridge, rushed to tho rescue 
of her father, sister and brother, but 
fell into tho embraces of death. When 
her eyes first took in the dreadful ac- 
cident that had overtaken her dear ones 
she uttered a piercing shriek. 

TO the rescue. 

Tho young girl's frantic cry was 
heard by a man named Lethbridge, the 
solitary spectator from tho shore of tho 
melancholy occurrence. The substance 
of his account of tho accident, as wit- 
nessed by himself is tho following: 
When his attention was drawn by 
Teresa's agonizing shriek to the scene 
amid the ice he at once, hastened to the 
spot, Maanwhile she had rushed to 
the verv edge of the crumbling ice and 
stood with her hands outstretched to- 
wards her father, when suddenly the 
slender crust gavo way and sho sank to 
rise no more. By the time Lethbridge 
had reached tho scene of death the two 
younger children had disappeared and 
were never seen after. Their fato was 
no doubt precipitated by the current 
flowing beneath the ice that bore them 
away when they had onco sunk under 
the crust. Lethbridge by means of 
a small piece of rope he happened to 
have with him at the time and by an 
effort of great daring socceeded in drag- 
ging Samuel Pye in an apparently life- 
less condition out of the benumbing 
water and landing him safely on the 
ice from which ho was conveyed home 
by some of his neighboring friends who 
were now collecting from all sides to 
the scene. Several of tho men with 
various appliances sought to recover 
the bodies of tho three fated children, 
but all efforts proved unavailing. 
Neither of tho two younger children 
nor the heroine Teresa was seen any 
more. The remorseless wave had closed 
ovor them and had consigned their ten- 
der bodies to a chilly and nameless 
tomb. As soon as the dismal intelli- 
gence of the complete wreck of all her 
earthly hopes had reached the poor 
mother she swooned away into what 
was thought by her neighbors to bo an 
endless sleep. Reason could no longer 
maintain its empire, so that when the 
afflicted Rachel awoke from her slum- 
ber the darkness of lunacy had shut 
out the vision forever from her eyes. 
Tho children aro gone, the mother lives 
no more in this world of realities, and 
the husband is too likely ere this to 
havo followed the vanished faces of his 
littlo ones.

Gun an* Torpedo Practico on Board 
K. M. S. Triumph. 

At about half-past 8 o'clock on Tues- 
day morning tho flagship Triumph pro- 
ceeded under steam from her anchorage 
in Esquiraalt haibor to the Straits for 
gun and torpedo practice. A number of 
guests, who had been invited to witness 
tho interesting proceedings, wore on 
board, amongst them being Sir Matthew 
Baillio Bogbio, Rev. H. H. Mogg, Capt. 
C. T. Dapont, V.G.A., Lieuts. Jones, 
Raymur and Shears, V.G.A., and Messrs. 
VV. Bonnott, 0. E. Dawson, R. E. Jack- 
son, Keefer, C.E., and several officers 
from the Japanese man-of-war Tsu-ku-ba. 
Having steamed about half way across the 
Straits in the direction of Port Dungeness 
a triangular target was dropped into tho 
waves and tho ship thou recedod to a dis- 
tance of from 1200 to 2,000 yards from 
tho object. The ranges having been as- 
certained fifty rounds of solid shot were 
fired from the 12-ton guns, tho ship steam- 
ing round tho target in a circlo. This 
portion of the practice lasted until noon 
when the officers and their guests took 
lunchoon. Soon afterwards another tar- 
got was dropped— the previous one hav- 
ing been carried away by several excel- 
lent shots — and tho ship took up her posi- 
tion at the 1000 and 1200 yards ranges.

Rudolph Salmon, convicted of supply- 
ing intoxicating liquor to an Indian, was 
sentenced to six months' imprisonment 
with hard labor and ordered to pay a fino 
of §100 and costs of prosecution or in de- 
fault of payment three months' additional 
imprisonment. 

Mee Fling, on remand, charged by

of clothing left with him by tho plaintiff 
to bo ironed. 

The evidence of the plaintiff, who was 
recalled, went to show that ho took a 
bundle of clothing to the defendant's 
wash-house and showed him what tho 
articles woie.

A letter received by Mr. S. Adlor datod 
McDamo Crook, May 26th, says : " This 
is tho most backward season wo ever had. 
It is trying hard to snow now and frosts 
occur every night. Tho mountains and 
hills are covered with snow and if summer 
docs not como pretty soon wo shall have 
snow-capped hills the year round. There 
has been no high water yet. Vegetation 
has not begun to sprout. Times are very 
dull and provisions scarco. Tho immigra- 
tion lias been light, which, considering 
tho scarcity of provisions, is very fortu 
nato. 

"On Quartz Creek two companies are 
making nothing. On Snow Creek 3 or 4 
companies are prospecting. Tho North 
Fork is abandoned by all but tho Camp- 
bell Bros., who are preparing to ground- 
sluico at the mouth. None of tho com- 
panies on the South Fork are getting moro 
than grub. A company aro running a 
tunnol back of tho Black Jack ground 
and have found somo freo gold on tho 
rim. Thero aro but few men on tho out- 
side crooks and no ono has confidence in 
the return of Dan Bowon."

Blytii, Ont., June 1. — A fata! acci- 
dent occurred tbi3 afternoon between 
Blythand Clinton. Mr. Samuel Love 
and his eldest son wero driving from 
Clinton on the gravel road where the 
London, Huron and Bruce railway 
crosses it. Tho road crosses tho track 
at an auglo, near where there is a curve 
in the railway. Just as the team drove 
on the line the 4:30 train from Loudon 
came rushing along and struck the 
wagon. Both men wero pitched into 
tho air, tho father falling upon the 
platform in front of the engine, a mass 
of mangled flesh and bones, and the 
son dropping in the ditch a considera- 
ble distance from the crossing, fatally 
injured. Mr. Love's neck and spine 
and one leg wero broken by the blow 
and tho fall. When the train stopped 
lie was found to be dead. Tho son's 
injuries wero equally terrible and fatal, 
and he breathed but a few times after 
the accident. One of the horses was 
instantly killed, and the other slightly 
hurt, whilst the wagon was smashed 
into fragments. The living horse could 
not be driven away from its dead mate. 
The remains of tho deceased' men were 
taken on the train to Blytii, where an 
inquest will be held. Mr. Love was an 
old resident of East Wawanosh and 
his untimely death has cast a gloom 
over the community. He leaves a wife 
and large family.

THE U. S. ARCTIC EXPEDITION. 
London, June 15. — The Standard 
announces that the govornnient has in- 
formed the United States that the sup- 
plies of stores left in the Arctic regions 
by tho expedition under Sir George 
Nares is at tho entire disposal of the 
American expedition now in thoso re- 
gions. 

WEST INDIES. 
Boston, June 14. — Tho American 
schooner Eunice P. Newcomb arrived 
to-day from Port Irtonia. Sho reports 
that on May 30th, when 12 miles off 
the Cuban coast she was fired upon by 
a Spanish frigate which fired two shots. 
The schooner hoisted the American flag 
and hovo to, when an officer boarded 
her and searched her for arms. 

UNITED STATES. 
Washington, Juno 10. — The census 
bureau has information that one of the 
Astors at New Vork declined to an 
swer questions put by tho census enu- 
merator as to the ages of the female 
members of bis family, and the census 
supervisor has orders to bring suit for 
the penalty prescribed by the act. 

Washington, Juno 15. — Tho friends 
of Secretary Sherman state emphati- 
cally that he does not credit tho re- 
port that Gen. Foster was falso to him 
at Chicago and worked in tho interest 
of Garfield. 

New York, Juue 16.— Sonator Ker- 
nan, who went to see Seymour to get 
a definite reply regarding the use of his 
name, is expected back in the morning. 
He made tho trip at tho solicitation of 
many democrats who aro for Seymour 
if the latter will accept. Much de- 
pends upon the word Sonator Kernan 
brings. 

Wabiiington, Juue 15. — The presi- 
dent has sent the following commission- 
ers to the senate: John M. Horton of 
California, surveyor of customs for the 
district of San Francisco; Eugene L- 
Sullivan, collector of customs for the 
district of San Francisco; Alfred B. 
Meacbatn of Washington, commissioner 
to ratify agreement with rites; Otto 
Mears, California, ditto; Richard H. 
Foy, Oregon, Indian agent Umatilla 
agency. Secretary Evarts has laid be-

ENGLAND. 
London, Juno 15. — In the House of 
Commons last evening O'Donnell, homo 
rule member for Dungarvon, asked 
Diikc, Under Foreign Secretary, a 
question relative to the antecedents of 
(Jbalorael LaCour, the newly appointed 
French ambassador to London, and 
whether tbe nomination of tho ambas- 
sador to Germany was not withdrawn 
in deference to the wish of the Ger- 
man government. The question caused 
a lively scene. Premier Gladstono mov- 
ed that O'Donnell'8 question should not 
bo heard. Parnell and a Mr. Sullivan, 
homo rulers, protested against the at- 
tempt to silence a member. Sir Chas. 
Dilko denied tho allegations contained 
in O'Donnell's question. O'Donnell 
was not satisfied with tho answer and 
moved the adjournment of tho Houso 
on the pretext of speaking on that mo- 
tion. He persisted and amid great up- 
roar tho Speaker said that his conduct 
was a grave abuse, Cowan, liberal 
member for Edinburgh, condemned the 
attempt to propagate a libel under the 
guise of tbe question put. O'Donnell 
accused Chalomol LaCour with parti- 
cipating in the massacre and robbery 
of a convent.

Jay Gould, the devil fish of Ameri- 
can transportation enterprises, has laid 
his tentacles upon another concern, 
and added the Pacific Mail Steamship 
Company to the long list of organiza- 
tions now under his control. The cap- 
ture was effected by the purchase of 
stock by a syndicate of capitalists hav- 
ing common interests in the Pacific 
railroads, who bought up enough shares 
to elect themselves directors. The 
company has hitherto been a forruidf> 
ble competitor with tho transcontinen- 
tal lines, having the advantage of 
cheapness. Arrangements had pre- 
viously been made between the two in- 
terests to prevent competition, but 
these eventually fell through. By the 
present coup Gould gets the Pacific 
trade entirely under his control, and 
shippers will not bo long in finding out 
how despotically ho uses his power. It 
is idle to waste much sympathy upon 
the sufferers from railroad rings, how- 
ever. They have the remedy in their 
own hands, and Jay Gould might long 
since have been rendered harmless by 
legislation if the peoplo whose interests 
are affected had not considered the wiir 
issues and meaningless party distinc- 
tions matter of more importance.

To carry out tho work a loan of $70,000 
is necessary, and tho following particulars 
place tho matter as clearly as possible bo- 
fore tho Ratepayers for their, judgment 
thereon. ; Should the loan bo effected and 
tho work carried out tho incroasoin water 
rents resulting therefrom will bo about 
20 per cent. This increaso within two. 
yoars will be ample to meet tho amount 
annually required for interest and sinking 
fund of tho loan. Tho Water Works at 
presont aro heavily indebtod to tho City 
for atnouuts taken from general revonuo 
for reconstruction of tho head works. 
Tliis expenditure was nocessary in order 
to continue tho present supply of water 
and to prevent tho entiro destruction of 
tho previously constructed works at Bea- 
ver Lako. The said expenditure has ab- 
sorbed nearly tho wholu of tho surplus re- 
venue of tho City for tho current year, 
and should it not be repaid by moans of 
a loan further works on streets will bo 
impossible without increasod taxation. 
Tho loan of §70,000 is intended to carry 
out the scheme of tho Water Works En- 
gineer and to repay to the general rovenuo 
for public works the amount already ex- 
pended at tho dam and olsuwhero, which 
is nearly 815,000. 

Tho Ratepayers aro referred to tho En- 
gineer's report published in The Colonic 
on March '28th and to tho following 

. scheme. 

City Hall, 22nd March, 1880. 
To His JFortkip (he Mayor 

and Municipal Council. 
Gentlemen,— In ^compliance- with the 
resolutions requesting mo to draught a 
schemo for the ox'tensum of mains and a 
better supply of water for the high levels 
of the City, *T have iho honor to report 
that after taking into consideration tho 
probable largo incroaso of population, 
and to guard against the necessity of 
being compelled to enlarge tho main con- 
duit pipe for many yoars, 

I would suggest that it will bo necess- 
ary to adopt the principlo of a high and 
losv service reservoir as I find that the 
high service reservoir to bo effective 
must be constructed at an elevation above 
tho lovol of tho water in Elk Lako, and 
in order to obtain the delivery of the 
greatest quantity of water in the City and 
to effectively supply tho high levels I 
would suggest that the 11 inch main bo 
extended frvai Douglas street along Pan- 
dora street, say to the neighborhood of 
the Royal Hospital, a3 that would give 
an elevation of 135 feet above high water 
mark sufficiently high to supply all the 
thickly. populated parts of tho City. 

A reservoir built at tho point suggested 
would havo tho following advantages: 
The level of the water in tho reservoir 
would bo 58 feet -below tho level 
of- the water in Elk Lake, and 48 
feet will bo available for the dolivbry 
of water from tho above source which 
will givo a theoretical delivery of 37,000 
gallons per hour; running continually will 
givo a supply sufficient for a population of 
.30,000 inhabitants allowing 25 gallons 
per head per day and by discharging 37,- 
000 gallons per hour 10 feet above tho 
level of the water in Reservoir and by 
causing it to pass through a hydraulic en- 
gine it will develop sufficient power to 
raise 3,000 gallons per ' hour through a 
ii inch pipe into the high servico reser- 
voir which may bo built on the high rock 
.at the top of Eort street, at an elevation 
of 200 feet above high water mark, or 8 
feet abovo tho level of tho water in Elk 
Lake, and that quantity would bo suffi- 
cient for a population of 3,000 inhabit- 
ants. It is intended that there will be 
no connection between the service pipes 
of high and low service reservoirs except 
• in case of fire. As to size of reservoirs 
required, I would suggest that the low 
service reservoir bo built to hold 1,500,000 
gallons, or, say, 140 feet square and 12 
' feet deep, and the high service ono to 
:hold 60,000 gallons, or, say, 30feot square 
and 12 feet deep; and while selecting the 
best plan for the construction of said re- 
servoirs I may' add that in all well regu- 
lated cities it is an established principle 
that in liuilding reservoirs to contain water 
for domestic use they should bo built so 
as to be able to contain tho greatest quan- 
tity of water in the smallest possible area 
"and covered so as to exclude the light, as 
light is very injurious to water stored in 
a reservoir and intended for domestic use; 
and to carry out that principle I propose 
to build tho reservoirs by blasting out 4 
feet of the rock and using tho rock pro- 
vided by that means for building the bal- 
ance of tho wall, which would bo 8 feet 
high, and that will make the reservoir 12 
feot deep, the roof to bo supported by cast 
iron columns. Tho cost of carrying out 
and completing the above scheme will not 
exceed §50, 00U, to which must bo added 
810,000 which will be required to com- 
plete tho filter bed3; but should you see 
fit to adopt tho proposed schemo I am 
prepared-to furnish you detailed plans and 
specifications for the same. 

In conclusion I may add that I am 
awaro that it is generally accepted as a 
fact that there is a natural reservoir at tho 
head of Fort stroet and that thero is no- 
thing to do but to turn the water into it; 
but I find that to attompt to carry tho 
water to ono common reservoir that would 
partially supply tho high levels tho differ- 
ence between tho level of tho water in 
reservoir and. evel of water in Elk Lake 
is so small, being only 25 feet, tho differ- 
ence in the quantity of water doliveredin 
the city by comparison would bo ■ to one 
common resorvoir at tho high level, but 
not sufficiently hiqhta be c.ffcctiv-e for all the 
buildings, and from a head of 25 feet the 
main conduit pipo will deliver 23,000 gal- 
lons per hour, and by the proposed schemo 
from a head of 48 feet tho main ennduitf 
pipe will deliver 37,000 per hour, 3,000 o 
which will bo effectivo for tho highes 
' buildings on tho high levels, while the r 
would also bo a saving in pipe as well a 
a more effectivo pressure on tho city ma in 
in caso of firo. I am awaro that Gold 
stream has still some advocates who 
believe that tho supply should havo been 
obtained from that source; but without 
stopping to discuss that point 1 may say 
that, from whatever sourco tho supply is 
obtained, tho proposed schemo is equally 
required by all.

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A BYLAW 

To enable the Corporation of the City of 
■ Victoria to ram the sum of ($70,000) 
Seventy Thousand Dollars for the pur- 
poses therein set forth. 

WHEREAS THE MUNICIPAL COUN- 
cil of the Corporation of tho City of 
Victoria has resolved to raiso the sum of 
Seventy Thousand Dollars to pay off cor- 



ta in debts duo in respect of the Wator 
Works of tho said City and to extend the 
said Water Works system into the suburbs 
of tho said City. " ■ 

And whereas it will require tho sum of 
Six Thousand Three Hundred and Forty 
Dollars to be raised annually by spocial 
rato for tho payment of tho said dubt and 
interest, as is hereinafter mentioned. 

And whoreas tho amount of tho whole 
ratouble property of the said Corporation 
of tho City of Victoria according to tho 
last revised Assessment Roll being for tho 
year 1879 was 82,055,820, irrespective of 
any futuro increaso of the rateablo pro- 
perty of tho Municipality and of any in- 
come in tho naturo of tolls, interest or 
dividends from tho work, and also irre- 
spective of any income from the tempor- 
ary investments of the sinking fund or 
of any part thoreof. 

And whereas for paying tho interest and 
creating a yoarly sinking fund for paying 
tho said principal of 870,000 and interest 
as hereinafter montioned, it will require 
ah equal aunual special rato of one-fourth 
of ono per cent, on the dollar. 
. Be it therefore enacted by tho Mayor 
and Council of tho Corporation of tho City 
of Victoria: 

li That: it shall bo lawful for tho Mayor 
of the City to raiso by way of loan from 
any person or persons, body or bodies 
corporate, who may bo willing to advance 
tho samo upon tho credit of tho deben- 
tures hereinafter mentioned, a sum of 
money not exceeding in tho wholo tho 
sum of 870,000, and causo tho samo to bo 
paid into the hands of tho Treasurer of 
tho said Corporation for tho purpose and 
with tho object abovo recited. 

2. That it shall bo lawful for tho said 
Mayor to causo any number of dobentures 
to be made for such sums of money as 
may bo required not less than 8100 uach, 
and that tho said debontures shall be 
sealed with the seal of the said Corpora- 
tion of tho City of Victoria and be signed 
by tho said Mayor. 

3. That tho said debentures shall be 
made payable in twenty-fivo years at tho 
fan host from tho day heioinaftcr men- 
tioned for this Bylaw to tako effect at tho 
office of tho Treasurer of tho Corporation 
of tho said City of Victoria, and shall 
have attached to them coupons for tho 
payment of the interest. 

4. That the said debentures shall bear 
intorest at and after tho rato of Seven per 
cent, per annum from tho date thoroof, 
which interest shall bo payable half-yearly 
at tho office of tho Treasurer of tho Mu- 
nicipality. 

5. That for tho purposo of forming a 
sinking fund for tho paymont of tho said 
debentures and tho intorest at tho rate 
aforesaid to become duo thereon, an equal 
special rato of one-fourth of one por cent, 
on tho dollar shall, in addition to all 
other rates, bo raised, levied and collected 
in each year upon all rateablo property in 
the said Municipality during tho continu- 
ance of the said debontures or any of 
them. 

G, Clause two of tho " Victoria Revo- 
eue Bylawi 1875," as amended by tho 
" Water Works Debenture and Rovenue 
Bylaw Amendment Bylaw, 1877," and 
further amended by -'The Bylaw to Au- 
thorize tho Raising of Twenty Thousand 
Dollars, 1878," is heroby further amend- 
ed by striking out tho words " eight- 
tenths " and substituting tho words " clo- 
ven-twentieths." 

7. It shall bo lawful for tho said Muni- 
cipal Council from time to time to pur- 
chase any of tho said debentures, and 
such debentures shall be so expressed as 
to entitle the said Council to redeem and 
purchase tho samo on paying the amount 
thoreof and interest due thereon to tho 
dato of such purchase to tho holders 
thereof, and all debentures so repurchas- 
ed shall bo forthwith cancelled and de- 
stroyed, and no re-issue of debentures 
shall bo made in consequence of such re- 
purchase. 

8. That this Bylaw shall take effect and 
come into operation upon tho 1st day of 
July, A. D. 1880. 

9. This Bylaw may bo cited for all pur- 
poses as " The Bylaw to Authorize the 
Raising of Seventy Thousand Dollars, 
1880."
